L8verrier'» Eecent Labors. 


Levcrricr has recently completed the 


noblest work in puie astronomy which 
this age has seen. Fi\e and thirty years 
ago he began to weigh the planets of the 
solar system in the balance of raathe- 
maticaf analysis. "To-day," said he, ad- 
dressing the Academy of Sciences at 
Paiis, on December last, "I havo the 
honor to present n pnpei completing the 
miemtile of the work the first piece of 
which "oes back to the IGth of Septem- 
ber, 1K39." At that time ho had only 
seven leading planets to deal with; it 
affoids- some idea of the nature of his 
woik that tho disco-scry of the eighth 
planet, Neptune, was a mere incident in 
th« progress of his labors. Perplexed 
bv peculiarities in the motions of one 
particular phnet of the set lie had un- 
dertaken to weigh, Leverrier quietly un-

Mil, will levy the tax for county pur- 
pose* for the fluent year 1975-6. The 
)Ute levy has been mad* already, and is 
fixed at 60 cents and five mills on the 
9100 valuation, against 64 cents and nine 
mills last year—a redaction of font cents 
and four mills on the 9100. 


The nto of taxation hut year for 


connty pnrpom* was 75 cents and one 
mill on the »100 on property outside of 
the city of Onkland, while inside it was 
50 ccnls-the difference being the levy 
for road purposes from which the city is 
exempt. If the same rate be levied this 
ycnr the connty revenue will be mate- 
rially iuorensed ns there are three fnnds 
which will require no appropriations. 
The Oakland Bar Boud Fnrul, which Ins t 
year received 10 cents on the 9100, the 
Bounty Fund, which received 1% rents, 
and the Squirrel Abatement Fund, 
which received 1 cent, will neither of 
them come in on the next levy. Thin 
will make a reduction ol VP/, cents from 
le\y of Inst sea-ion. 
Should it be 


doemnl advisable to make the total levy 
the anrae AH Inst yenr this amount will 
be added to other funds. 


The Treasurer informs us that the 


funds other than tho General Fund, are 
about in the condition usual at this sea- 
son ol the year. The General Fund is 
behind—or overdrawn—some $91,000, 
and this Hum will be increased some- 
what before tax-collecting times. The 
onlj fund actually requiring to be in- 
creased tU>s year i» the General Fond, 
and with tho increased asseesment H 
would icem that a small increase of the 
levy ought to supply nil demands upon 
that fund for tho current year, and put 
the county upon a cash basis. Dnrini, 
the last year the famishing 'of the 
county buildings caused an unusual 
drain upon tho General Fund — some 
(£0,000. Next year there will be noth 
ing but the actual expense* of the coon 
ty to provul i lor out of this fund and there 
will te no i ecessity for overdrawing. 


The Road Fnnds are considerably 


orcrdrAwii—they are almost always in a 
atato ol iiapecnniosity. These fnnds 
ought to bo put upon a cash basis, not 
by an increase of the tax levy for road ' 
purposes, but by a curtailment of ex- 
penses and an economical management. 
Ai wo have heretofore shown, the high- 
ways of the connty have been mast ex- 
travagantly managed and have been the 
chief source ol waste in the connty gov- 
ernment. The ron'1 law is faulty in 
many respects. It should be repealed 
or amended at the next session of the 
Lcginlntnre. The Supervisors ought to 
be prohibited from overdrawing the 
fnnds; and the number of road districts 
should be diminished, thereby doing 
away with a score of unnecessary over- 
seers. 


The levy for the County General Fund 


last year w«s 17 cents. This should be 
increased to 24 cents, which will provide 
,1 revenue of about 9100,000, which 
ought to be sufficient. But the In- 
firmary Fanil, which was 3% cents, 
can

The State tax is altogether higher than 
it 'hould be. 
It K outrageous for a 


Stntu of 500,000 inhabitants to raise and 
expend the sum of $ t.000,000 annually. 
The spirit of extravagance which has 
heretofore characterized nearly every 
county in the State also pervades the 
State Government, and a general over- 
hauling and reformation is needed. It 
is to be hoped that those who have been 
chosen to administer affairs for the next 
four \onrs nil! be found equal to the 
emergency and that the expenses of the 
State "ill be materially lessened.
